SPAIN'S WAR PLANS, 


Struggle to Go on to the Bitter End 


==Whole Navy to Be in Action. 


Madrid, May 3.--Sagasta will inform the Gortez

ultimatum which demanded all warlike stores and 
the entire stock of coal in charge of the government 
officials. 
The ultimatum asserted that no money 


levy will be made upon Manila. The dispatch says it 
is believed at Madrid that the government has already 
cabled August! to comply with the demand, no other 
course being open. Grave events may follow the 
public knowledge of this compliance.

Experiments to be Con- 


ducted in This City. 


SEEDS WILL BE GIVEN OUT 


To Those Who Apply for Them— 


Ground Has Been Selected and 


the Work of Planting Will 


Begin in a Few Days. 


Tbe tanners of this vicinity are taking 


considerable Interest In the experiments 
in eugar beet railing which ere to be car- 
ried on this stunner. 


Two pieces of ground ha?e been selected 


on « blob to experiment in raiding beats. 
Une Is a five acre track in the southwest- 
ern ii'irtion of the Ulokey addition eatt of 
the •_icy and the other is o i r u L i n f tbo 
nan e size on the Powers addr i < i 11 r tl-o 
i t . It. Ourfee school. On t i - • i>i , — i . - 
U-iil bcoti will be planted a <. rji*. • , . . 
djr the supervision of Mr. K .1 ..i, iuu i,s- 
perS beet grower of Grand Island, X.b. 
The work of plowing and planting has 
been delayed on account of the wet wea- 
ther but if It does net rain the gronnd 
will be plowed and prepared tomorrow 
and Mr.^Hapke will be hero in a low days 
to superintend the work of planting 
It 


has been clearly demonstrated by experi- 
ments which have been conducted at the 
University of Illinois during the past two 
years that the land in this part of Illi- 
nois is well adapted to the growing of 
beats and the Idea of trying these experi- 
ments la to ascertain whether or not the 
farmers of the vicinity will interest theai- 
telvea in the movement. 


& market for the eugar beet, of conrge 


coild not be created ID tnia vicinity un- 
less it was;asaurecl that the farmers^vonld 
do their part by raising the beets, bnt it 
Is believed that if each a market was cie- 
ated It would bo an excellent thing for 
the farmers. 
The profits on an acre of 


beeta are from $15 to 820 clear. While 
won Id be nnwlee to plant an entire farm 
In boots if each farmer would have a few 
acres It would give him a nice earn eac 
fall as it ia a money crop. 
Tbo; beets i 


quire Intense cultivation and therefore 
is belt at first for tbo farmers to plan 
only a small acreage to that they oa 
properly cultivate 


In addition to the regular experiment 


which aro to be carried on under the rt 
rectlon of Mr.Hopke provisions have bee 
made for those who Kith to expcriincri 
for themselves. Albert Barnep. the pree 
dent of the Illinois linger Beet Growers 
association, has procured from the gov 
eminent, some of the best seed, and tb 
seed will be given out (roe of charge a 
long as it lasts to farmers wbo will prom 
ise to plant It »nd give It a fair trial, la 
seed can be secured by applying to Jlr 
Barnes or lo George Ennls. In order t 
have a good crop it is absolutely neces 
sary that good seed be used and by secor 
ing some of the seed willed has been fur 
nishod by the government the farmer 
can have an opportunity of esperlrnentln 
with the very best varieties of thu suga 
b»et«. Those 
who are advancing th 


movement In this city are mhopeatha 
the farmers will take told of the matte 


nd do their share to bring about condl 
tlons whloh will enable thorn to have 
money orop that will undoubtedly return 
large yields. Tbe markets for tbo sugar 
beet cannot be created until tbe farmtr 
show a desire to raise tho product ncd ex 
perlment so that they will be able to rais 
the crop. Any whu are interested in th 
experiments are 
invited to \lsit the

Till do to handle without (ticking. In 
he spring never throw up soli which has 
not been itirred before. If the soil has 
never been plowed over six Inches deep it 
s better to use a subsoil plow to loosen 
be ground In the bottom «t tbo furrow 
our or flvfl Inohcs deep. The ground 
should be harrowed once and then left 
until time for seeding tbui allowing the 
weed* to sprout. K corn bas been the pre 
Tlons crop it is eisentlal tbat the stubble 
be removed. To secure a good crop it i« 
btolntelj Becouarjr to kill ail the weeds 
n the gronnd before tbe need li planted. 
Here is where most failures occur and If 
weeds an allowed to get a start tbe onl- 
Ivatlon will involve much unnecessary 
nd expensive handwork. The toil should 
•x well worked, harrowed and rolled be 
ore the teed Is planted. The KMOD for 
lanting ii from April 25 to May 26, or 
bout the same ai torn planting, <rd 
bout 80 pounds of ned per acre should 
x as«d to Insure a good stand.
